Breeding and Feeding Fori 
Eggs- 

Mr. M. Ward, of (rosford, j 
whose Black Orpington pullets' 
won "The Daily Telegraph's" 
first laying competition, in Aus- 
tralia, writes on the subject of 
breeding and feeding for eggs, j 
in that journal: "I have devoted 
some years to ' the study '■ of 
breeding utility birds, ;md be- j 
lieve that the Black Orpington i 
stands out' first in this respect. ] 
being hardy as chicks, quick | 
growers, making excellent tabic | 
birds at from four to six months | 
old, and up to 12 month* or long- 
er in the case of hens. »• 

"I have always found the best 
layers to be a short-legg d bird, 
fairly l^ng in back, full round 
breast, tight in leather, having 
neat heads, a trifle small (a big- 
headed hen is never a good lay- 
er,) and quick and sprightly in 
all their movements; always on 
the alert, as it were. Great care 
should always be taken in select- 
ing the cock bird, as he is half 
the pen, and if he is of a poor 
laying strain, the young stock 
will, in most cases, take after 
him. I have had some difficulty 
in selecting cock birds to mate 
with my bens (which, by the 
way, I always breed myself,) as 
it is difficult to know the laying 
qualities of another breeder's 
stock birds. However, I have 
been very successful in this mat- 
ter by buying only from reliable 
breeders/whose word I. could 
take. 

To breed good layers, if one 
has good stock to start with, it is 
absolutely necessary to feed well 
from the time the chicks are 
hatched, as, no.matter ho.w good 
the stock birds are, if the chicks 
get starved or stunted in their 
growth, they will never make 
good layers. At the same time, 
forcing must not be attempted, 
or the pnllets will begin to lay 
too early, and that should be 
avoided. I have had Orpington 
pullets laying at four and a half 
months old, but I do not like 
them to lay till they are at least 
six months old, by which time 
they are fairly well grown and 
developed.. I find that those that 
lay very young gooff laying af- 
ter a little while, sometimes 
moulting quite ouj of season, 
and then going months before 
they begin again. 

"The feed I give ray chicks at 
first is oatmeal and shell grit, 
very fine. After two days, fine- 
ly-ground corn mixed with the 
oatmeal, then some rice once or 
twice a day, plenty of nice green 
feed (lettuce, rape or cabbage,) 
besides a grass run, always keep- 
ing plenty of shell grit and clean, 
cool water before them. When 
they are nine or ten weeks old it's 
best to separate the pullets from 
cockerels, and feed them three 
times a day, always giving the 
best feed that can be bought. 
At ten weeks old they get mid- 
dlings and bran in the morning, 
two parts middlings to one of 
bran, it the middlings is coarse, 
but if it is fine, floury middlings, 
then I mix quite half bran, al- 
ways using the finest bran I can 
get. The corn I use is the hard 
kind, called Flint corn, or large 
ninety-day. It is also best to get 
milling wheat, as it is really- 
cheaper than the chick-wheat, 
even if one has to pay 6 or 8 
cents a bushel more for it. The 
feed I give at ten weeks to four 
months old is mash in the morn- 
ing, wheat and green stud" at 
midday, corn in the evening. I 
cull out all I can atlfour months 
old, keeping only what I consider 
the best. 

"I find it best to run my fowls 
in small lots, having proved that 
five pens of fowls with ten birds 
in each pen will do very much 
better than one pen of fifty hav- 
ing the same space as the five 
pens. After the birds arc four 
months old I drep the midday 
feed of wheat, and give it to them 
at night alternately with corn 
until the hot weather sets in, 
when I discontinue corn alto- 
gether. I never feed oats or bar- 
ley, as I do not like them. 

"In selecting pullets to breed 



from, I generally take note of 
those I think most suitable for 
my purpose, and pen them with 
a cockerel, noting winch ones lay 
the most eggs, and eventually 
breeding from them. I have 
never used trap nests,, but can 
quite understand how useful 
they are to those who have time 
to attend to them. Any man 
who is constantly among his 
fowls can easily note which hens 
lay the most eggs, and after a 
very short time, if he takes par- 
ticular notice of the < ggs, he will 
see that almost every hen lays a 
different kind of egg, and by do- 
ing this he can tell which of his 
hens lays the most eggs.

Clover bay 
should form ah important part of 
winter's feed, as its bulk 
tends to neutralize the solidity of 
grain. Potatoes, beets and cab- 
bage are easily grown and form 
cheap winter feed. Pure bred 
fowls should be raised, as they 
pay better than mongrels. The 
poultry business will never be 
verdone as long as the mongrels 
xist."— The Farmer.

Take a goose, or a duck, or 
some such lively creature (but a 
goose is best of all for this pur- 
pose), pull off all her feathers, 
only the head and neck must be 
spared, then make a fire round 
about her, not too close to her, 
that the smoke does not choke 
her.iand that the fire may not 
burnjher too soon; nor too far 
off, that she may not escape free;

The Sex of Eggs, 

An English poultry keeper 
ho has been working on this 
subject for several years, thinks 
he has at last discovered a way 
to insure a large proportion of 
either pullets or cockerels, as 
may be desired. He has given 
up all idea of being able to de- 
termine the sex by the shape of 
the egg, size of air cell, tii 
day it was laid or any external 
characteristics. He now thinks 
that the sex of the egg is deter- 
mined at the time of sexual con- 
tact and that there are two ele- 
ments of forces which unite, a 
positive from the male and nega- 
tive from the female. 

Where the predominating force 
is positive, a male will result, 
and vice versa. To test this he 
mated in April a very vigorous 
cockerel with two hens which 
had laid all winter, with the ob- 
ject of getting cockerels. The 
hens had worked hard for some 
months and the conclusion was 
that they must be more or less 
weakened by it. Thus was ob- 
tained a condition which pointed 
to a preponderance of the posi-| 
tive element and the result was 
about 80 per cent, cockerels. 

To further test this matter, 
six pullets, in the pink of condi- 
tion, were put in a pen by them- 
selves and every afternoon a 
two-year-old cock, which all the 
rest of the day was running with 
forty hens, was placed with 
them. This mating resulted in 
80 per cent, of the chicks coming 
pullets. Similar matings have 
been practiced by American 
breedecs for some years, and 
they have been able to obtain a 
large per cent, but not always as 
high as 80 per cent, as here men- 
tioned. — O. J. Farmer.
